CIVIL SERVICE 

(continued from preceeding issue) 

The effectiveness of administratra- 
tion largely depends on the conduct 
and ability of the civil service of Can¬ 
ada, which is the term generally ap¬ 
plied to all classes i of public officials 
and employees in the several depart¬ 
ments of the executive government. 

“Civil service” is an old English 
phrase, used to distinguish the sub¬ 
ordinates in the civil government 
from those in the naval and military 
services of the country, and is now 
divided into the inside, and outside 
service—the former being those in 
the several departments of the execu¬ 
tive government at Ottawa, including 
the offices of auditor-general, the 
clerk of the privy council, the gov¬ 
ernor-general’s secretary, the cen¬ 
tral experimental farm, the Domin¬ 
ion astronomical ’ observatory; the 
outside division consists of the rest 
of the public service. 

In 1908 a civil'service commission 
was established consisting of two 
members appointed by the governor 
in council—and these commissioners 
hold office during good behaviour. 
Its duties are to test and pass on the 
qualifications of candidates ;Jk 1 to 
on the- : ff>era - 
tions of the civil service act ai.d any 
violations thereto. 

The most important changes intro- 
duuced by this law besides the above 
are: — 

1. Appointments to the inside ser¬ 
vice by competitive examinations. 

2. A re-elassification of the ser¬ 
vice. ’ A ^ 

Candidates, if successful, are re¬ 
ceived on probation for six months. 
If not rejected during this interval, 
they are ‘ipso facto’ permanently ap¬ 
pointed. 

Promotions are made by the gov¬ 
ernor in council on recommendation 
of the head of the department, based 
on the report of the deputy minister 
and accompanied by a certificate of 
'qualification from the commission. 

City postmasters, inspectors of 
post offices, inspectors, collectors, 
and preventive officers in the cus¬ 
toms, (preventive officers are those 
whose duties are to prevent smugg¬ 
ling of goods into Canada, that is to 
to say, without paying the duty re¬ 
quired by law), and many others in 
the outside service, may be and are 
generally appointed without examin¬ 
ation. These offices are generally 
given as rewards for political ser¬ 
vices, but steps are now being taken 
to prevent this in future, and to place 
the outside service in the same posi¬ 
tion as the inside service. The mo¬ 
ment, however, these men are appoi¬ 
nted and show themselves capable in 
the discharge of their duties, they 
are regarded as permanent oficials. 

Recognizing this, the public offi¬ 
cials of the Dominion as a rule keep 
aloof from party conflict and intri¬ 
gue and confine themselves to their 
duties. Previous to 1898 all officials 
of the civil service were entitled to 
a pension on retirement, after a ser¬ 
vice fxed by law, but in that year 
the system was abolished for future 
appointements, and in its place a ‘re¬ 
tirement fund’ was created by the re¬ 
servation of five per cent out of the 
salary of each official; on the offi-

(Continued from front page) 
cial’s retirement the amount to his 
credit in the fund, with interest com¬ 
pounded half-yearly at four per cent 
is paid to him. 

The auditor-general, who examines 
and reports to parliament ,on all pub¬ 
lic expenditures, is removable only 
on the address of the two houses of 
parliament. The object being to 
make him independent and fearless 
in performing his very important du¬ 
ties often involving the criticism of 
expenditures made by the the gov¬ 
ernment. 

GREAT SEAL, OF CANADA 

By his majesty’s command the go¬ 
vernment of the Dominion of Can¬ 
ada has authority to use a special 
great seal, composed of the royal el~ 
figy, with appropriate armorial sur¬ 
roundings and a combination of the 


arms of the four provinces that first 
entered into a federal union. 

The new seal consists of: — 

The king seated upon the throne, 
crowned, and with orb and sceptre 
in his hands. Plaped apparently, up¬ 
on the straight stems of two young 
oak trees on either side of him, the 
leaves and acorns showing * between 
the shields, are four separate shields 
—upon his right hand hangs the coat 
of arms of Ontario, that of Nova Sco¬ 
tia beneath it; on his left the shield 
\of Quebec, with that of New Bruns¬ 
wick below. Beneath his feet is a 
shield displaying his own coat of 
arms, without supporters, crown, or 
motto; in the tracery above the 
throne or chair of state Is the motto: 
“Dieu et mon droit” (God and my 
Right). In the circular margin of 
the whole seal, in large letters; — 
“Georgius V Dei Gratia, Brittannari- 
um et tertarum transmarinarum quae 
in ditione sunt Britannica Rex, Fi- 
dei Defensor, Indite Tmperator” and 
just inside the outer circle at foot of 


throne the words, “In Canada Sig- 
illum, 1912. 

(Interpretations:— “George V, by 
the grace of God, of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain, and Ire¬ 
land, and of the British Dominions 
beyond the seas, king, defender of 
the Faith, Emperor of India. Seal in 
Canada 1912.” 

This seal, in accordance with the 
usages of English law, is the emblem 
of the royal authority in Canada, 
the evidence of the royal will and 
prerogative exercised under the con¬ 
stitutional forms peculiar to our 
system of government. 

We can trace the use of such a 
sead to very early times in English 
history. Its keeper was and still 
iis| the lord chancellor of England, 
the highest judicial officer. Abso¬ 
lute faith is given to every paper 
that bears this seal. 

In Canada it is in the custody of the 
secretary of state and is affixed to 
proclamations tfammoning, prorogu¬ 
ing and dissolving parliament; to the 
writs of election, commissions of 
lieutenant-governors, judges, mem¬ 
bers of the senate, chief clerks of 
the two houses, deputy ministers, 
and numerous other public officers. 

All documents bearing the great 
seal must be countersigned by the 
minister of justice and the secretary 
of state. The signature of the min¬ 
ister of justice is to show that the 
document is in proper legal form and 
lawful, and the secretary N of state 
signs as custodian of the great seal, 
atCT' to show that proper authority 
exists for the issue of the document. 

THE DOMINION COAT OF ARMS 

The arms of the Dominion are 
composed of the arms of the four 
original provinces—Ontario, Quebec, 
Nova Scotia, and New Brunswick— 
quartered or combined in one shield, 

It is not unusual to add the armor¬ 
ial bearings of the other provinces 
that 1 \Lve been brought into tjie un¬ 
ion sitoce 186.7—rPrinee Edward Is- 
kuid, lobs. 1 -.; .-’rejf.rx Coinin’>ia, 

Alerbtaf and Saskatchewan—but this 
cannot properly be done without ex¬ 
press royal authority, and until this 
is so ordered the correct and legal 
Dominion shield of arms is as stated 
above. 

DOMINION FLAGS 

The famous English flag commonly 
called the “union jack" is flown from 
all the fortresses and garrisons of 
Canada whether under the charge of 
imperial military authorities or co¬ 
lonial. militia forces. 

The Union Jack is a combination of 
three flagsj. The red cross on the 
white grotmd Is for England, the 
white ci'oss with the arms placed 
diagonally on a blue ground is for 
Scotland, and the red cross with the 
arms diagonally i on a white ground 
for Ireland. . 

The Dominion of Canada has also 
its o\ta flag, viz., the red or blue 
ensign, a flag' of plain red or blue 
having the union jack in the upper 
■canton, or corner, next the mast, 
and the Dominion coat of arms in the 
fly, or field of the flag. 

The union jack is displayed at the 
opening and closing of parliament, 
and on national occasions. • The blue 
ensign with the arms of Canada on 
it is a distinguishing flag of the go¬ 
vernment vessels of Canada; the 
mercantile marine of the Dominion 
has a right to use the red ensign with 
the arms of Canada on it. 

The governor-general has author¬ 
ity to use a plain union jack in the 
centre of which are the Dominion 
arms, surrounded by a garland of 
maple leaves and surmounted by a 
crown. Imperial regulations at pre¬ 
sent for some reason limit the use of 
this flag to occasions when the gov¬ 
ernor-general is “embarked in boats 
or other vessels” 

The union jack is ordered to be 
flown at the government house at Ot¬ 
tawa on ordinary oocasions; tht roy¬ 
al standard at the government house 
at Ottawa and Quebec, and at the 
citadels in Quebec and Halifax on 
the king's birthday and on the days 


of his majesty’s accession and coro ¬ 
nation , 

On the yoronto government house, 
the private flag of the lieutenant -go¬ 
vernor is used,' and other lieutenant- 
governors have the same right, tho¬ 
ugh the union jack is flown on ord¬ 
inary occasions at Quebec. This pro¬ 
vincial capital appears, also, as I 
have shown, to occupy an exception¬ 
al position with respect to the uses of 
the royal standard. 

CHAPTER II 

We have now to review the nature 
of the functions of the senate and 
house of commons, who, with the 
king (represented by a governor-gen¬ 
eral) , constitute the parliament of 
Canada. 

SENATE 

Two houses always formed part of 
the provincial legislatures of British 
North America from 1791 until 1867, 
when Ontario, whose example has 
been followed by all but two of the 
other provinces of the confederation, 
decided to confine her legislature to 


does it resemble those great assem¬ 
blies. 

Three great divisions of Canada: 
(1) the Maritime Provinces (2) On¬ 
tario, and (3) Quebec, were in 1867, 
each given an equal representation 
of twenty-four members to afford a 
special protection to their interests 
in the upper house. 

Since 1867, the entrance of other 
provinces has disturbed this plan. 
Manitoba was given two in 1870 to 
be increased to three when the popu¬ 
lation rose to 50,000, and four when 
it rose to 71,000, which happened in 
1882 and 1892 respectively. British 
Columbia was given three senators 
when it came into the confederation, 
and the provinces of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan were each given four 
senators when they were created. 

In 1915, the British North America 
Act was amended at the request of 
Canada, and four great divisions 
were created, each to have twenty- 
four senators as follows: — 

1. Ontario, 34 

2. Quebec, 24 

3. Maritime Provinces: Nova Sco¬

(Continued form page two) 
vernor-general, on the recommenda¬ 
tion of his council. 

A senator must be the full age of 
thirty years, and have real and per¬ 
sonal property worth four thousand 
dollars over and above his liabilities. 

The speaker of the senate, who is 
the presiding officer but with much 
less power and importance than the 
speaker of the house of commons, is 
appointed by the governor in council. 

In legislation, the senate has the 
same powers as the house of com¬ 
mons, except with respect to meas¬ 
ures imposing taxes, or expending 
the public moneys. Such measures 
must commence in the house of 
commons, and the senate cannot ev¬ 
en amend or make any changes in 
them. Divorce bills are always pre¬ 
sented first in the senate, but this 




is simply as a matter of convenience 
it has no greater legal power in this 
respect than the commons. 

The senators of the province of 
Quebec must reside in the divisions 
for which they are chosen, or have 
their property qualification therein— 
a provision intended to maintain the 
French Canadian representation in 
the upper house—but in the case of 
the other provinces, the law simply 
requires th e members to reside with¬ 
in their province. 

If a senator becomes bankrupt, if 
he is absent for two sessions, if he 
becomes a citizen of another country 
or if he is convicted of crime, his 
seat is declared vacant. 

THE HOUSE OF COMMONS 

It is in the elected house that polit¬ 
ical power rests. Its majority makes 
and unmakes cabinets. No ministry 
can remain in office without its sup¬ 
port and confidence.

The British North America Act pro¬ 
vides that the French Canadian pro¬ 
vince of Quebec must always have a 
fixed number of sixty -five members, 
a*vd\ each of the other provinces is 
assigned such a number of members 
as bears the same proportion to the 
number of its population as the num¬ 
ber sixty-five bears to the population 
of Quebec as ascertained by the cen¬ 
sus. 

British Columbia, under the terms 
of the union, cannot have her repre- 
' sentation reduced below six, and un¬ 
der the 1915 amendment to the. Bri- 
30,819 persons in a provinces-av 
tish North America Act every pro- 
is entitled to at least as many mem¬ 
bers as it has senators. 

Under the census of 1911, one 
members has been given for each 30- 
819 persons in a province—in other 
words, that is the unit of represent¬ 
ation until rearranged in accordance 
with the next census. 

No property qualification is now 
required from a member of the house 
of commons, but he must be. a British 
subject by birth or naturalization, 
He must not be a person convicted 
of crime, as the house would in such 
cases expel him. If he become^ in¬ 
sane, Hi- seat i-wi.'nrn r.s -.-fieri nt, ;.fnder 
the law of Parliament. He ne^5 not 
reside in the district for which/ he is 
elected to parliament. He receives 
—and so do senators— twenty-five 
hundred dollars as an indemnity or 
allownce if the session exceeds thirty • 
days in length, and he is entitled to 
a free pass over all railways. 

_ 

SPEAKER OF THE HOUSE 

The speaker of the commons is the 
presiding officer, or chairman, of 
the house—an office of great dignity 
and responsibility. He is elected by 
the members of the commons on the 
first day of a new parliament, or, 
whenever a vacancy occurs by death 
or resignation. 

The speaker is assisted by a dep- i 
uty speaker, also elected at the be- 
fiinning of each new parliament, and 
upon each vacancy. 

The deputy speaker presides in the 
absence of the speaker and when the 
house sits in committee of the whole 
which it does to allow greater free¬ 
dom of discussion when doing part of 
its work. 

Either French or English may be 
spoken in debate, and all the laws 
and records are reported by an offi¬ 
cial body of shorthand writers. 

The printed debates! are popular¬ 
ly called the “Hansard” Hansard was 
the name of the reporter who for 
| for many years made and published 
[ the reports of the debates in the Im¬ 
perial House of Commons, and the 
English name was adopted in Can- 


OFFICERS OF THE HOUSE 

The principal officer in the senate 
is the clerk, who is appointed by the 
governor in council. He keeps the 
records of the senate, and sits at 
the table during the sitting and takes 
and reports the' numbers on divisions 
He has also the title of clerk of the 
parliaments, and as such is the cus- 
, todian of the origins of all statutes. 

The clerk in the house of commons 
occupies a similiar position and per¬ 
forms similiar duties in the other 
| house. 


The senate and the house of com- 
rmons each have a lawyer to attend 
to the legal work and advise the spea¬ 
kers and other officers. In the sen¬ 
ate he is called the law clerk, and ih 
the house of commons the parlia¬ 
mentary counsel. 

There are also the assistant clerks 
and other officers and clerks, the 
shorthand reporters who report the 
debates, and the translators, for, as 
we have seen, all laws, records and 
documents are in both English and 
French, and either language may be 
used in debate. 

The sergeant-at-arms is the prin¬ 
ciple officer of the commons. He 
preserves peace and order in the 
house, arrests offenders against the 
privileges of the house, and carries 
the mace—the emblem of authority 
of the house—before the speaker on 
official occasions when parliament is 
sitting. He also has charge of the 


ceremonies of ages long since gone 
by.
